Now the fum begins in Italy—or continues, 
depending on how one looks at it. Fur 
Italian voters, in the parliamentary elec- 
tions, have recreated the conditions for 8 
political impasse very like that which has 
already had so profound and unhappy an 
effect on the ability of their government to 
govern. The Christian Democrats did weil 
So did the Communists. The lesser parties— 
Socialists, Social Democrats, Liberals, neo- 
Fascists and the rest—-saw thelr constituen- 
cies shrink. The result is a good news-bad 
_ Hews story. The good news is that a major 
Western European democracy seems to be 
moving away from its splinter politics to- 
ward something approximating a two~party 
system. The bad news is that the two par- 
ties are (1) the used-up Christian Democrats, 
who have been over Italian 
fortunes to ever less effect for about 30 
years and (2) the Italian Communist party. 

We expect that in the aftermath of the 
voting there will be a veritable blizzard of 
proposals for deais, trade-offs, and rear- 
rangements of power for purposes of creat- 
ing a new government, something akin to 
one of those snowstorms that take place 
inside a glass paperweight. But when the 
thing is finally righted and set to rest, and 
when the flurry of propositions and counter- 
propositions has subsided, the central . fea- 
ture of the Italian political scene will 
remain—unchanged, It 18 that Italy’s Com- 
munists have become a power and a party 
that must be reckoned with by any govern- 
ment that hopes to govern and that unless 
they are given some degree of responsibility 
and—yes—authority,

Italy’s Christlan Democratic party has 
survived the most critical test of its 30 years 
in office. But the most powerful Communist 
party in the Western world has coilected its 
biggest share ever of the votes for both 
houses of Parliament and remains in posi- 
tion to influence the course of Italian poll- 
tics in ἃ major way. 

These are the two most important results 
of the elections for Italy's seventh Parlia- 
ment since the founding of the republic in 
1948. They do not presage clear sailing for 
the government—the $9th of the postwar 
period—that now must be formed to tackle 
chronic problems exacerbated by a long polit- 
ical hiatus and a divisive, polarizing elec- 
tion campaign 

Burdened by the usnal Wabilities of a party 
too long in power, as well as by raging in- 
flation, a sagging currency and unempiocy- 
ment of 1.2 million, the Christian Democrats 
won their reprieve mostiy by ἃ campaign 
aimed at scaring Italian voters to death 
with the prospect of Communist rule. They
